or anyone else. 

She suggested that the 
bank asked no questions 
concerning the withdrawal, 
because they knew me and 
because she had withdrawn 
money many times before 
without a co-signer as 
required by the .corporation. 
She also said she. had 


+ adequate collateral. to cover 


the $45,000. However, she 
rétused to identify her col- 
lateral, saying only that the 
bank did not ask for it. 

When asked what did she 
do with the money, she said 
repeatedly, it was to be used 
to feed the poor and broad- 
cast to the world that we are 
doing for the hungry poor. 

When asked specifically if 
the person to whom she gave 
the money was in the court- 
room, she said yes and identi- 
fied Rev. T.R. Gaston,

Franklin County representa- 
‘tives, served three House 
terms from the 63rd district 
and was elected to a fourth 
term from the new 61st dis- 
trict in November. 

Contacted the past week- 
end, Hale, pastor of Union 
Grove Baptist Church, indi- 
cated that he is interested in 
the fsenate appointment. 

This week however, the 
‘names of several other well- 
known Democrats were 
brought into the speculative 
picture, with the list probably 
destined to grow even larger 
before the appointment is 
made. 

As of late Tuesday, the list

ded, “Yesterday it was 
commonly said that the black 
problem was a southern 
problem, Today it is com- 
monly said that the black 
problem is an urban problem, 
a problem of the inner-city. 

“But the truth is that the 
black problem today, as it 
was yesterday, is not a 
problem of regions or states 
or cities, or neighborhoods -- 
it is a problem, concern and 
responsibility of the whole 
nation.” 

Mr. Johnson emphasized 
“moreover -- and we cannot 
obscure this blunt fact -- the 
problem of being black in a 
white. society. 

“That is the problem to 
which our efforts have not yet 
been addressed. To be'biack 
-- to one who is black -- is to 
be proud, to be worthy, to be 
honorable. But to be black in 
a white society is not to stand 
on level ground.” 

“While the races may stand 
side by side, whites stand on 
history's mountain and 
blacks stand in history's 
hollow: J 

“Until. we ~- overcome 
unequal history, we cannot 
overcome -unequal- op- 
portunity.’ ee 

Noting that the nation's 
concern in the past has been 
for groups as groups, former 
President Johnson. said he 
believes the country now

cerned with individuals as in- 
dividuals. 

“As we have lifted from 
groups the burdens of 
unequal law and custom, the 
next thrust of our efforts must 
be to lift from individuals 
those burdens of unequal 
history.

Mr. Kelly was fired for in- 
subordination and failure to 
perform. At the time of his 
dismissal, he was a proba- 
tionary employe and we were 
not satisfied with the way he 
was working out. He did not 
‘uncover’ anything. 

Regarding the charge that 
OCRC disregards complaints 
based on sex discrimination, 
| can only view it as another 
example of Mr. Kelly's errone- 
ous knowledge of the Com- 
mission. 

We do not at the present 
time have the jurisdiction to 
enter cases of sex discrimina- 
tion. We will be seeking this 
authority from the next 
session of the Ohio General 
Assembly, but we are legally 
prohibited from handling sex 
discrimination at this point. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Kelly feels the need to make 
these loud, outrageous state- 
ments. But the Commission 
will respond in only one way, 
by showing the people of 
Ohio that it will effectively en- 
force Ohio’s laws against dis- 
crimination.”

Once the plan is delivered 
to HUD a frustrating period of 
three months for review will 
be observed to allow HUD of- 
ficials to analyze the 
feasibility of the program. 

Following the 90 day lull 
which will end in March, HUD 


will then set about contract 
funding acquiring designated 
properties, and getting the

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Recall World War Ul Program 


By MIKI SELTZER 

Over 25 years ago, during 
World War Il, six women 
begin to talk about how they 
might bring some cheer to 
servicemen going overseas. 
They formed a club, the Vic- 
tory Matrons, and their first 
project was baking cookies 
and cakes for servicemen, 

Today three of those six 
are still actively involved and 
the Victory Matrons is ‘in its 
16th year of sponsorship of 
the spectacular Starlite 
Cotillion. 

Mrs. G. Harold Williams, 
recalling the early days of the 
group, said, “We used to take 
cookies and cakes down to 
the USO at the old Union 
Station. 

“On weekends,” she said, 
“we. would sometimes keep 
soldiers in our homes and 
have parties for them.” 

Mrs. William also recalled 
when the group sold war 
bonds in a Lazarus window. 
Atable and chairs was set up 
in the window and people 
came right into the window to 
buy bonds. 

The six original members 
added six more at their 
second or third meeting and 
membership has always 
remained small. Present 
membership is 12° and the 
group has never had more 
than 16 members. 

Mrs, Albert P, Bentley and 
Mrs. James W. Williams Sr. 
are the two others of the 
original six who are still in 
the group. Of the first 12, Mrs. 
Percy O. Carter and Mrs. Earl 
Hood are still members of 
Victory Matrons. 

Mrs. Christopher Brown, 
who is now president of the 
group, said that the group 
has always remained small so 


that it could be “home based. 

“No home,” she explained, 
“is too small to seat and 
serve the entire group and we 
can maintain an_ intimate 
relationship.” We feel this is 
important, she said, even 
though members’ must 
“doubly work themselves” to 
get the work done. 

The group's first money 
making project was called 
Club Rhumboogie. It was 
organized for teenagers and 
held at the old Spring Street 
YMCA. Talent for the event 
was recruited from. the high 
schools and proceeds went 
to help the soldiers, 

After the war, the group 
adopted the Veteran's Ad- 
ministration Hospital in 
Chillicothe as its project. It 
raised money for the hospital 
and took shows there to en- 
tertain the patients. Today the 
group's main contribution to 
the hospital is financial, since 
many of the services’are now 
provided by the hospital it- 
self. 

Mrs. Brown emphasized 
that 100 percent of the money 
made is given away and 
nothing goes into the club's 
treasury. Others who have 
benefited from the Club's 
fund raising efforts include 
the Eastside YMCA, United 
Way, USO, United Negro 
College Fund and the NAACP 
Legal Fund.

That’s what the man said 
last season, all right, and he 
didn’t stop there. The Big 
Ten, which sued to pop down 
nonconference football op- 
ponents like so many hors 
d’oeruvers, has been having 
a hard time beating anyone 
for. the past several years.

The long awaited Mt. Ver- 
non Plaza, Urban Renewal 
Project, will occupy a 26 acre 
tract with residential and 
commercial facilities. 

Less spectacular, perhaps, 
and not of the same visibility 
or magnitude are other 
projects, such as an 
emergency loan guarantee 
and grant. program for 
housing repairs and the 
present development of 
single family homes within 
the Model Neighborhood 
Area but which nonetheless 
show the efforts of the com- 
munity and NDC staff. 

Linwood Ave., located in 
the blighted southeastern 
quadrant of the Model Cities 
Area, is the starting site for 
the NDC innerscity~single 
family housing program. 

Last, but certainly not least, 
Dominus, Inc., an organiza- 
tion formed by parishioners 
of St. John's Roman Catholic 
Church, has undertaken the 
first phase of its proposed 
rehabilitation .program. 

This phase consists of 7 
units of single family 
housing. Units are presently 
under construction. Dominus 
is located in the southeastern 
quadrant of the Model Cities 
Area.

Peace .At Christmas 


Well, here it is again, the Christ- 
mas Season, once heralded as a 
season of peace and goodwill, 
when men turn their eyes to the 
Heavens in prayerful meditation, 
and give temporary—adherence to 
the ideal of Brotherhood under 
God. 

But, Christmas 1972, finds few 
regions. where peace and 
brotherhood hold sway on Earth. 
This privilege seems to have been 
reserved to two fortunate humans 
who last week landed on the moon 
in what is reported to be the last 
such adventure for Americans for 
perhaps several generations. 

Circling above them in the com- 
mand craft, another American looks 
back upon one of.the most beautiful 
sights privileged to modern-day 
man; a spinning blue-white planet 
Earth, millions of .miles away, giving 
the aspect of endless beauty and 
tranquility. 

Not so. Back home, when they 
return, these pioneers of man's 
eventual flights into outer space. 
billions of light years away, will 
return to a planet that has known 
no complete Peace. within the 
memory of living men, and. which, 
today, still gingerly approaches 
agreements that could, but 
probably will not, insure peace in 
our_time. 

lf mankind is really impressed by 
the celebration of the birth of a 
Child-who, in the Christian world at 
least, is regarded as the Son of the 
Living God, there is not much 
evidence at hand to support such a 
conclusion. 

For Americans, the war in Viet- 
nam is a major barrier to peace, and 
Christmastime calls for a count of 
-the dead and the crippled resulting 
from this conflict. More than 56,000 
have died since 1961, most of them 
young men under 22 years -with lit- 
tle or no experience in the art of 
war, Some 13 percent of the dead 
and wounded are Black Americans,

addicts, they are trusting in the 
legal process to remedy their 
grievances. 

We trust that Gov. Gilligan will 
keep this thought in mind: when the 
group presents him with the batch 
of petitions, now being circulated 
throughout the black community.

in-arms, must have had misgivings 
over the necessity for their blood 
sacrifices. 

For them and their families, the 
precious bauble of.freedom has still 
to adorn their Christmas tree, and 
for. most second-class citizenship 
remains-a way of life. 

ls there another planet out there 
In space that is not dead like the 
moon, but. bursting with living 
things that have learned to live in- 
harmony, preserved their natural 
resources, kept their streams pure 
and unpolluted, ‘and thus 
established their right to longevity 
and tranquility? 

Because men will ever believe 
there is, it is possible to justify the 
expenditure of the billions of 
dollars that went into the moon

~Shaw, veteran Columbus Republican 


more than a-year ago, it performed a 
public service that Black Ohioans 
should never forget. For during Shaw's 
more than 30-year membership in the 
House and Senate, of all the civil rights 
foes, he had the dubious distinction of 
being the most stubborn and vicious of 
the lot. 

It was back in,the late 1940’s when 
Shaw first demonstrated that he was an 
uncompromising opponent -of civil 
rights legislation. He first voiced his 
hostility to the Fair employment prac- 
tices bill in the-House to a group of 
Columbus ministers.who solicited his 
support of the measure. They not only 
failed in the mission, but left the State 
House burning mad after Shaw insulted 
one of the ministers. ‘ 

When reminded by one minister that 
he permitted him to speak at his‘church 
during his campaign for the House, 
Shaw retorted, “well, don’t invite me 
back during the next campaign.” At 
that time Shaw was House Majority 
leader and, needless to say, the FEPC 
bill never saw daylight at that session. 

After moving up to the Senate, Shaw 
continued his opposition to 
civil rights legislation. He voted against 


. FEPC, Public Accommodation, and Fair 


Housing Bills during’ his long tenure in 
the Senate in which he was chairman of 
the powerful Finance Committee. 

As Finance Committee chairman, he 
held a membership .on the State Con- 
trolling Board which is authorized to 
approve or disapprove requests for 
emergency funds by state departments, 
commissions and boards 

It was’at a hearing on such requests 
that Shaw, although a lame-duck 
senator, took, which will probably .be 
his last stand against a civil rights mat- 
ter. When the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission asked for a grant of ‘$211,655 
for the purpose of hiring 24 additional 
field investig tors, Shaw was the only 
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member of the committee to vote “no.” 

He took the position eventhough 
OCRC Chairman. James Friedman 
pointed out the additional investigators 
were needed to step, up a drive to enfor- 
ced the civil rights law and to tackle the 
huge backlog of discrimination com- 
plaints lying dormant in OCRC files. 

Thus, when Shaw begins his forced 
retirement . from a state lawmaking 
career, he can have the satisfaction of 
carrying with him the reputation of 
being the most consistent, even though 
ineffective, civil rights foe to sit in the 
Ohio Legislature during his tenure of 
office. 

Judge Perry B. Jackson of Cleveland, 
who became the first Black to hold a 
judgeship in Ohio back in August, 1942, 
when appointed by former Gov. and 
U.S. Senator John W. Bricker, will step 
down from the bench on Dec. 31. 
Bricker, a Republican. conservative, 
won national recognition for becoming 
Ohio's first Governor to name a black to 
the bench. 

Last week when the Ohio Common 
Pleas Court Judges Association 
honored ‘Judge Jackson along with 
seven other retirifg Common Pleas 


Court Judges, efforts of the chairman to © 


reach Bricker were futile. The chair- 
man, Judge Frederick Williams of 
Columbus, blamed himself for not in- 
viting the former-three term governor 
and apologized to Jackson for the over- 
sight. 

But while the state was losing its only 
Black Republican Common Pleas Court 


Judge, on hand to congratulate Judge” 


Jackson was Judge-elect ira G. Turpin 
of Canton. A Republican, he will take 
his seat on the Stark County Common 
Pleas Court on Jan. 1, also attending 
the affair, were Judge George White, 
Cleveland, and Robert Franklin, Toledo, 
both Black Democrats holding Com- 
mon Pleas court seats in Cuyahoga and 
Lucas Counties, respectively. Arthur O. 
Fisher of Dayton, the only Black. Com- 
mon Pleas Court Judge in Ohio, did not

Calling for ‘“‘dramatics” in civil rights 
efforts, another old warrior, Senator 
Hubert Humphrey (D-Minn.), suggested 
that President Nixon should pursue ad- 
vances in civil rights with the same 
verve he has. applied to foreign 
relations. = 

One handicap, however, appeared to 
be a division of approaches that was 
evident among the black civil rightists 
attending the symposium, which woun- 
ded up in a confrontation between 
separationists like Roy Innis and in- 
tegrationists like Roy--Wilkins, 

Johnson, who had given a prepared 
speech, found himself acting as 
mediator between the two black fac- 
tions, suggesting that the several hun- 
dred leaders who had participated in 
the civil rights movement during the 
1960s to obtain the help of a foun- 
dation, “get our folks to reasoning | 
together” and establish a set of goais_ 
for presentation to congressional 
leaders and the President. 

LBJ suggested that it is the nature of . 
all Presidents to create a favorable 
historica] image, and that challenged 
by a realistic program on which. civil 
rights leaders can unify, might follow 
the same pattern that Johnson did and 
with comparable results. 

Senator Humphrey challenged 
President Nixon to seize the initiative in 
revitalizing the civil rights movement 


_ and agreed with Johnson that there 
_was need to develop a nationwide 


political strategy to steer him into that 
role. 

Humphrey suggested that a second- 
term President has to begin thinki 


seriousty—“aL a ss

The Housing Act of 1949 called for 
the “realization a8 soon as feasible of a, 
decent home and a suitable living en- 
vironment for every American fariily." 
Today we may be further from 
achieving that goal than we were 23 


in this great technological society of 
ours, 3.1 million American families have 
only cold running water or no hot water 
at all. 3.3 million families either share a 
flush toilet or they do not have one, and 
3.8 families share a bathtub or shower 
or they have none at all. While black 
Americans are only 12% of the. 


’ population , they make up a quarter of

all American families who do without 
these basic elements of comfort and

households with no running water; 664

Taken together, out 
of 577,600 households, there are almost 
10,000 that lack some or all plumbing 
facilities, 


While ; these numbers may seem 
small, we should always remember that 
in a society that’ can put a man on the 
moon, there should not be one home 
that is fess than decent and sanitary. 

There are 25.6 million American 
families who earn less than $4,100.00 a 
year. The brutal fact of the matter is 
that there is no housing program in 
existence that can help these families -- 
including public housing. 

For .example, the Federal Housing 
Authority (FHA) which was created 
ostensibly to help all Americans, only 
helped some. in 25 years, the FHA in- 
sured over $81 billion in residential 
mortgages for 7.5 million families; 7.3 
million of those families were white and 
most of the homes were purchased in 
all-white neighborhoods, If you look. at 
the vicious busing controversy, you will 
know the high price we are paying for 
letting our government decide who can 
live where.

Forsaking Ourselves 
The prospects of the futurg.tor the 


* black community throughout America 


looks very dim and dismal. There ‘is an 
erosion of the early struggles of the 
black community as it attempted to 
strive for justice, equality and libera- 
tion. The: so-called “movement” has 
been pronounced dead by many 
political and social analysts within the 
black community. 

Perfidy and violence has once again 
returned to the black community in 
momentous proportions. Blacks are 
fighting blacks more than they are 
fighting the struggle for their liberation. 
There is racism in the black community 
but there is also a great deal of 
depression and sometimes hope- 
lessness. 

| think that the Monthly Repoft of the 
Institute of the Black World, November 
issue, particularly speaks to these 
points. It describes the dilemma that 
the black community faceg and some of 
its shortcomings. 

It says, ‘white folks are on the of- 
fensive and we are on the run.” The 
writer tries to analyze the shortcomings 
of-the black community by saying in 
this report: 

“Two reasons strike us as prominent. 
First, is our rejection by the larger 
society and, second, is our lost sense of 
purpose. No movement can simply 
stand still. It must either go forward. or 
backwards. Ours, from many outward 
signs, seems to be going backwards... 
individualism is undermining the race. 
Instead of trying to be free, we have 
been too busy trying to get over. As a 
result the movement doesn’t exist 
anymore. It has been eaten up by our 
intemal contradictions, by the aban- 
donment of our power and pursuit, still 
doggedly, of the American dream.” 

The Monthly Report went on to say, 
“Exactly what the future holds (for 
black people) no one can tell.” 

What is clear is that the white em- 
ployers.and funders, such. as govern- 
ment (federal and state) \and foun- 
dations, are phasing blacks out. What 
we must do, therefore, is to prepare for

President impounded $53 million in 


propriated by Congress. It says right in 


Congress would pass the President's 
special revenue sharing program. It 
didn't happen that way, so the unused 
$53 million was carried over to FY 1973 
and no new money was requested. The 
President's action was entirely political. 


Congress, along with the Ad- 
ministration, must share the respon- 
sibility for failing to understand the 
housing needs of the poor. 


This year, the’ House Banking 
Currency Committee came up with a 
housing bill that was unacceptable. For’ 
example, the bill would have permitted 
suburbs to veto public housing; it 
would have taken rent payments direc- 
tly from the checks of welfare 
recipients; and it failed to protect the 
housing consumer. Fortunately, the 
Rules Committee prevented the bill 
from coming ‘to the House floor. 

Perhaps the most unfortunate part of 
this whole picture is that housing is 
only one of the many rights that black 
Americans are still having to fight for -- 
more than’ 100 years after the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation. 


did at least make some overtures 
towards alleviating some of the social, 
economic and political conditions of 
black people in America. The return of 
Mr. Nixon may very well represent the 
highest point of a return to neglect and 
indifference towards black people. No 
matter what Mr. Nixon’s stance or posi- 
tion may be towards black people, 
masses of whites who voted for him 
_gave him a clear mandate, and he ac- 
cepted that mandate, of ignoring the 
conditions and problems of the black 
community: Even white liberal friends 
are defecting to the status of in- 
difference or reticence. 

What should be more obvious is that 
need for the black” community to 
develop new forms of struggle and to 
depend more and more upon their own 
institutions to answer and solve the 
problems of the black community. To 
retum to white institutions would once 
again be disastrous. 

What is necessary is a new direction 
for the struggle. And that direction 
must be towards the building, 
strenghtening and creating of black.in- 
stitutions to deal with black peoples 
problems. We must become self-reliant. 
We are being forsakened by America, 
but let's not forsake ourselves. 

Every major black institution must re- 
examine its role today. These in- 
stitutions must be depended on much 
more than in the past. White institutions 
are ignoring us or are extremely disfun- 
ctional for black people’s needs. This 
means, that the black church, black 
fraternities and lodges, black 
educational and economic institutions 
must now began to assume a greater 
burden of leadership and 
developing new directions for providing 
viable vehicles for the struggle and sur- 
vival of the black community.

ultramodern prison security systems? If 
you haven't it's understandable, 
because such a situation has never oc- 
curred; not to my knowledge. But if it 
had in fact been an actual case, what 
must we think of our dedicated 
crusader's sincerity? Would we not to 4 
degree be compelled by our in- 
telligence to doubt that man’s motives; 
to regard his words and actions with a 
little more objectivity? Of course we 
would. ° . 

Although the above is merely a 
hypothetical case, we in the black com- 
munity may very well be experiencing a 
situation of a similar framework. The in- 
dividual is this actual case is familiar to 
most of us who have listened to WVKO 
radio within the past five years. It was 
during this period that our mighty 
crusader from the Sunshine State 
sprang forth to lead us oppressed 
Columbus blacks out of darkness.

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A Salute To A Great Artist 


A long time ago, about a few months 
prior to U.S.'s entry into World War II, | 
was walking along Lexington Ave. — 
that is the old street, the-ynantom:of 
which hovers over the Route 70 
Freeway now at night, angry over its 
vanquishment by the new highway 

A burst_of splendid music startied my 


ears, a Commanding piano assertion 


one only hears out of eminent artists. 
The selection was Peter Tchaikovsky's 
opening bars of his “Romeo and Juliet" 
Overture." 

| was shocked to hear that music in . 
that quiet neighborhoog of biack folks 
clustered around Lexington Parkway, 
so | did some eavesdropping to learn 
who in that community Quid. play with,;;. 


suo a masterful command of wire 
pica. 


It was. Vincent Walters at the 

keyboard. | cannot tell how~exalted | 
became, for there was a black pianist 
who was dictating his deepest 
emotions into.fing. music to-the instru- 
ment, rather than woodenly following 
music sheet instructions.” ‘ 
" There was:‘an artist, a young man 
who Should have been leaving “the 
wings of a concert hall to seat himself 
at the piano forte and take the nod from 
an eminent conductor to begin a 
classical concerto. 

My thoughts immediately arose into 
an ambition at the time to see Vincent 
walk on the stage before an assembled 
orchestra but -- so unfortunately -- in 
those days concert patrons didn't think 
of a black artist. It was a racial objec- 
tion. To be sure, Marian Anderson was 
in eminence and Roland Hayes was 
drawing fewer and fewer patrons. 
Regardiess of that, Mr. Walters 
belonged there: 

He took the next pathway. of fine 
music, teaching others to play and how 
to like it. His piano teaching began 30 
years ago and continues. But, over the 
years, | was always jealous of the 
pedagogical theft of a performing artist 
for, after that day, that is what he was to 
me. : 
It is a great artist who can thunder in 
roaring forte passages, while letting 


one feel that virtually imperceptible 
following pianissimp passages are in- 
Sinuating their way into the foyer of 
audibility to-become the dominating 
bars in their position on the music staff.

As far back as we know about 
pregnant women have worried about 
the effects that various diseases or 
other incidents in their lives might have 
on their unborn babies. If a woman was 
frightened during pregnancy or saw ay 
person or animal that was unusual in a 
certain way, her baby was supposed to 
be marked somehow or suffer from 
some defect caused by these incidents 

We know now that such beliefs and 
superstitions have no effect on the un- 
born baby at all. However, in recent 
years as knowledge about birth defects 
and their causes has increased so 
much, women continue to worry. If they 
have a cold, they ask the doctor, ‘Can 
it harm,.my baby?” Almost any illness a 
pregnant woman has is sure to raise 
the same question. 

Most of the time the doctor can an- 


ewer "No: you @on't: have te worry 


about the baby. Just take care of the 
cold." or whatever the illness happens 
to be. 


Only a small number of diseases have 
ever been connected with damage to 
the unborn child, and even with these 
the damage seems to occur only during 
the first three months of pregnancy - 
and then only to some babies. 

The unborn child is wonderfully pro- 
tected. As far as we know he is 
never harmed by most of the diseases 
caused by bacteria. This is because 
bacteria are large, as germs go, and the 
mother's womb keeps-out all but the 
smallest germs. . 


The smallest germs are the viruses. 
Even here nature‘has been careful, so 
that most mild virus-caused diseases, 
including colds, are no danger to the 
unborn child. Nevertheless, whether 
man-made or natural,.100% perfect pro- 
tection is rare, and there are certain 
viruses able to pass through the 
womb's protection and affect the 
developing infant within.
